Bliss threw 144’ 2” in discus 
and 48’ 8” in shotput, as she was 
named state champion in discus and 
shotput. Bliss has been the seventh 
person in Indiana since 1980 to win 
both titles. 

This is the third year Bliss has won 
a state title. Returning as a senior 
next year, she hopes to take a four 
year sweep.
